“The Extraordinary Re-Design of the 
Charlestown Navy Yard” is the title of the 
first installment of the 1992-1993 BSA 
lecture series. Rem Huygens FAIA, whose 
firm designed 149 and 199 at the Navy 
Yard, surveys the entire Navy Yard 
complex to present an image of the 
masterplanning and new buildings that 
define this special part of Boston. 
(Finegold Alexander + Associates’ 
masterplan is the focus of the top photo.) 
Huygens presentation is on September 23 
at the BAC, 320 Newbury Street, Boston. 


In October, the BSA moves the lecture 
series to Fanueil Hall where Joan Goody 
FAIA talks about “Faneuil Hall & The Old 
State House: Bringing Two Treasures into 
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October 14 
at Faneuil Hall 


the 21st Century.” Goody's slide-lecture 
demonstrates how these two remarkable 
buildings (both pictured directly above) 
reflect their histories and how the recent 
work of Goody's firm has prepared these 
two buildings to make those histories 
accessible to many more people for many 
more years to come. Goody's presentation 
is on October 14 at Faneuil Hall (not at the 
BAC, as are most BSA lectures). 


Both the September 23 and October 14 
presentations begin at 6:00 pm. The 
September 23 presentation is preceded by 
a reception at 5:30 pm at the BAC. There 
is no charge for either presentation for 
BSA members; non-members pay $3.00 or 
may join the BSA at the door. 


The 1992-93 BSA Lecture Series also includes presentations on historic preservation, 
landscape design, urban design in old Boston, the Holocaust Memorial, the renaissance 
imagination at work, art on the Artery, and design by minority architects.

BSA President David Lee FAIA (above left)

share their views of New England’s future 
with architects. The generosity of Jim 
Becker, David Lash, and their colleagues 
at Beacon Construction make it possible 
for the BSA to inaugurate its third year of 
“Points of View” with an extraordinary array 
of guest speakers who, in the coming nine 
months, will focus on three major themes: 
The City (September, October, November), 
The Environment (December, January, 
February), and Practice (March, April, 
May). 


The new season begins on September 16 
with Hubie Jones, Dean of BU’s school of 
social work, President of Roxbury Commu- 
nity College, one of the nation's most 
widely respected commentators on the fate 
of America’s older cities, and well-known to 
many BSA members as a panelist on 
WCVB's “Five on Five”. Jones comments 
on and leads an open discussion of the 
underlying social and economic forces re- 
shaping Boston today. A gifted and witty 
speaker, Jones was one of the first to warn 
of the increasing polarization of American 
society during the 1980s and is in constant 
demand as a speaker on urban issues. 


The following month, we have invited Fred 
Salvucci to join us in “Points of View” on 
October 21. Well known as the most 
prominent advocate of the Central Artery/ 
Third Harbor Tunnel Project and as the 
official in charge of transportation planning 
for Massachusetts for many years, 
Salvucci set the agenda for the current and 
future transportation priorities of our 
region. He is a visionary thinker and an 
insightful commentator on the next 
generation of transportation issues 
shaping Boston. 


“It is in large part because of our strong 
belief in the collaborative approach to the 
building process,” says Becker, “that we 


are pleased to have the opportunity once 
again to bring together key professionals in 
the real-estate community through this 
exceptional BSA forum.” This is the 
second year that Beacon Construction has 
underwritten the costs of this unique 
program.

The BSA, the Feds, and 
the by-laws: taking care 
of business 


The BSA Board of Directors has scheduled 
the annual members’ business meeting for 
5:00 pm, Thursday, November 19, at the 
World Trade Center/Boston. During the 
annual business meeting, the membership 
votes on the proposed BSA budget for FY 
1993, the Harleston Parker Jury’s recom- 
mendation, the proposed by-law change to 
alter the composition of the Board of 
Directors, and other significant BSA busi- 
ness items. To register for the business 
meeting (no charge, of course), members 
should complete and return the free ticket 
to Build Boston which was mailed to 
everyone or return the registration form in 
the Build Boston program you received last 
month indicating your space reservation 
for the annual business meeting. Ques- 
tions?

Included in the business meeting is the 12- 
minute videotape titled “Legal Hardhat 
Required,” the fascinating talkie that clear- 
ly and succinctly identifies anti-trust dos 
and don'ts for architects under the U.S. 
Department of Justice consent decree. 
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Steven Foote AIA (above left) and Edward 
T.M. Tsoi AIA (above right) head this 
year’s slate of candidates seeking election 
to the BSA Board of Directors, reports 
Nominating Committee chair Martha 
Lampkin AIA. 


Foote and Tsoi, principals of Perry Dean 
Rogers + Partners and Tsoi/Kobus, 
respectively, are running for BSA Vice- 
President/President-elect. The winner will 
serve as Vice-President in 1993 and 
succeed to the Presidency in 1994. 


Also seeking seats on the BSA Board this 
year are Steven Cecil AIA, Wendell 
Morgan AIA, Jim Batchelor AIA, Warren 
Schwartz AIA, Peter Kuttner AIA, Evan 
Shu AIA, Mary Otis Stevens AIA, Vcevy 
Strekalovsky AIA, Ron Axelrod AIA, Stan 
Benulis AIA, Frank Mead AIA, and Paul 
Nakazawa AIA. 


Lampkin also reports that this year’s ballot 
includes candidates for four elective BSA 
committees (the Ethics Committee, the 
Honors & Awards Committee, the Member- 
ship Committee, and the Nominating 
Committee), as well as candidates for the 
AIA Massachusetts Board of Directors. 


Ballots are mailed to all eligible voters in 
October and the deadline for return of the 
ballot is early November. Election results 
are announced on November 19 at Build 
Boston during the BSA’s annual business 
meeting (free to all members) and during 
the Build Boston banquet (not free).

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The new sales tax hits us 
all with a vengence 


Progress can be reported in dealing with 
the Department of Revenue audits of 
architectural firms for “non-payment” of 
sales taxes on reimbursable expenses for 
tax-exempt clients. 


After making an initial assessment of the 
DOR position, and the extent of audits 
completed at that time, BSA and AIA 
Massachusetts members mobilized during 
May by creating a subcommittee to 
oversee the project, prepare a plan of 
action, and bring on board the necessary 
legal assistance. At the same time, 
dialogue about coordinating activities was 
initiated with ACEC and AGC to assure an 
industry-wide effort. 


By the end of July, several milestones 
were reached: a comprehensive legal 
opinion in strong opposition to DOR 
actions has been constructed on our 
behalf and submitted to DOR; detailed 
discussions concerning this issue have 
been held with key, high-level members of 
the legislature and the requested support 
for our position has been forthcoming; 
similar meetings have been held with 
senior staff of the Weld administration and, 
again, the requested support has been 
forthcoming; proposed legislation for 
correcting the gray area in current laws 
that allow DOR’s current activities has 
been prepared and sponsors have been 
obtained. 


During late June a “Sales Tax Alert” mailer 
was sent to all Massachusetts members 
requesting data concerning DOR audits for 
sales tax. Responses to date have not 
been complete. 


Work has only just begun on this project. 
The issues involved only appear to be 
simple — in fact, the legal and political 
arguments for and against the DOR 
position are quite complex. Consequently, 
strong and consistent pressure needs to 
be maintained at several levels of state 
government, probably for an extended 
period, if we are to minimize this potential 
disaster.

Tax dilemmas and rare opportunities 


BSA President David Lee FAIA reports 
regularly in this space on the work of the 
BSA Board of Directors. 





A significant departure and two significant 
arrivals have altered the BSA Board of 
Directors. With his departure as Dean at 
MIT, John de Monchaux LFRAIA also left 
his seat on the BSA Board of Directors. 
Without missing a beat, MIT's Stanford 
Anderson (above left) has succeeded de 
Monchaux as MIT's delegate to the BSA 
Board. 


Similarly, the arrival of Rodolfo Machado 
(above right) as Harvard GSD delegate to 
the BSA Board brings a level of enthusi- 
asm and a valuable connection that has 
been absent from the BSA Board for two 
years. 


During the past few months, the Board of 
Directors has been addressing these 
issues: 

* | have established a new BSA task force 
to focus on the profession's opportunities 
as they relate to the new federal Surface 
Transportation Act; Board member Barry 
Korobkin AIA and others have joined me in 
meetings with Massachusetts Transporta- 
tion Secretary Richard Taylor and others to 
explore this issue. 

* The Board continues its effort to 
institutionalize the BSA’s extensive in- 
school collaborations with the public 
school system; we are working at the 
Board and committee level in the areas of 
curriculum development and program 
implementation in the public schools. 

* The Board devoted a fair portion of one 
recent meeting discussing the frustrations 
and opportunities that attend the practice 
of architecture in Boston; the focus once 
again was on design review, the con- 
straints of strict contextualism , and related 
issues. Board Member Lee Cott AIA 
focuses on this issue in a critical Build 
Boston workshop in November (see 
workshop S-128 in your Build Boston 
program). 

* The continuing dilemma posed by the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue’s 
extraordinary interpretation of the sales tax 





provisions, now requiring architecture firms 
to collect sales taxes from our exempt 
clients, remains a top-priority issue for the 
Board; if you'd like to work with us and with 
the Legislative Affairs Committee on this 
critical issue that affects us all, call 617- 
951-1433x225. 

* The Board continues to strengthen 
architects’ connections to the engineering 
and landscape architecture professions as 
we all pursue common economic and 
legislative goals; e.g., the BSA Board 
recently voted to support the landscape 
architecture profession's efforts to 
strengthen their licensing law in Massachu- 
setts. 


Finally, the Board approved a recommen- 
dation received from the BSA Nominating 
Committee to amend the BSA by-laws in 
order to allow one of the elective Board 
seats to be occupied by someone other 
than an architect. The intent is to provide 
access to BSA governance to Associate 
Members, Affiliate Members, and non- 
members with a special expertise sought 
by the BSA at a given time. This by-law 
proposal is detailed in the ballot all 
members receive; the proposal will be 
voted upon at the annual business meeting 
on November 19.

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Recent case shows danger in 


lack of written contract 


An architect who does not have a written 
contract may find, in trial of a dispute with 
the owner, that terms of the “agreement” 
as determined by the court are far different 
form what the architect ever intended. That 
is the lesson from a case recently decided 
by the Massachusetts Appeals Court. 


The case had a number of potential and 
actual problems. The project was to 
proceed on a fast-track basis, with 
construction going forward before the 
design was fully complete. The oral 
contract between owner and architect was 
for a fee of 10% of the construction cost — 
one of the few facts apparently never 
disputed. After the design was well under 
way, the scope of the project was cut in 
half. It also appears form the Court's de- 
cision that the construction was performed 
using progress prints and no final con- 
struction documents were ever prepared. 
When disputes arose, there was also a 
disagreement over the scope of the 
architect's construction administration 
services. 


The architect brought a claim to recover 
his fee (based upon the original projected 
construction cost) and the owner counter- 
claimed for damages from the delays and 
from corrective work allegedly required due 
to the architect's faulty performance. The 
parties tried the case in front of a “Master” 
(an attorney appointed by the court to sit 
as a judge). 


The Master found that, in the absence of a 
written agreement, he was going to rely 
upon the “general understanding of arch- 
itectural services” which included his belief 
that the architect was to “supervise the 
construction and to halt and correct 
construction where [defective]”. Based 
upon this ruling, the Master found the arch- 
itect liable for approximately $62,000 worth 
of damages, an amount which was in 
excess of the fee the architect actually 
received for performing his work. The 
Master also found that the architect's fee 
was based upon final construction cost 
and not the projected construction cost, 
even though the architect claimed that the 
work he performed was, in effect, for a 
building of twice the scope of that finally 
built. 


While the Appeals Court fortunately 
refused to adopt the Master's “general 
understanding” as a statement of what 
normally occurs, it did find that there was 
sufficient testimony upon which the Master 
could find, in this case, that the architect 
indeed “supervised” faulty construction. 


The Court also refused to overturn the 
Master's decision on the fee, again 
concluding that there was adequate 
evidence to support the result. 


This case reinforces the necessity of a 
written agreement which specifies both the 
basis of the architect's compensation, and 
the scope (and, more importantly, limita- 
tions on the scope) of the architect's 
construction administration services.

U.S. architects act on BSA 
proposals 


Growth management 
effort picks up steam 
among architects 





At the AIA Convention in June, architects 
throughout the United States voted on a 
dozen substantive resolutions placed 
before the Convention by various spon- 
sors. The BSA Board of Directors, at the 
urging of Robert Sturgis FAIA, unani- 
mously proposed the elimination of the AIA 
Political Action Committee. This resolution 
was defeated by the national membership 
during the Convention. 


The BSA also was one of many co- 
sponsors of a resolution to place signifi- 
cantly more emphasis on the nation’s 
urban needs. This resolution, initiated by 
the Philadelphia AIA Chapter, was adopted 
at the Convention. 


In other Convention action, the national 
membership elected Rochester architect 
Bill Chapin FAIA the next President of the 
AIA.

ASR never rests: Boston Harbor, 
clivus multrum, and specifying for sustainability 


Architects for Social Responsibility, the 
never-idle committee of BSA members and 
allies throughout the industry, hosts a 
series of special fall events that range from 
a tour a Boston Harbor to a one-day work- 
shop on specifying sustainable materials. 


* Boston Harbor Clean-up Tour. On 
Saturday, September 19, ASR hosts a 
morning boat ride around Boston Harbor 
with an unusual slant. This tour allows 
participants to see parts of the Harbor not 
usually viewed from tour boats. The tour, 
organized in cooperation with the MWRA, 
provides us with the opportunity to explore 
the Deer Island sewage processing plant, 
the Nut Island outfall, and the plant in 
Quincy in which sewage is processed to 
make fertilizer for citrus farmers in Florida 
and elsewhere. This three-hour tour 
includes MWRA staff members who 
explain their work. Kids are welcome; bring 
the whole family. The cost is $18.00 
including a box lunch ($12 for kids); $12 
without the lunch ($6 for kids). Buy four 
tickets of the same value and we'll give 
you one free.

In this related tour 
on October 22, we continue to explore the 
use and treatment of water with a visit to a 
home in Cambridge in which the owner 
has installed a clivus multrum (a com- 
pletely dry, composting toilet — it uses no 
water, has no odor, and provides a rich 
fertilizer for the garden). This toilet system 
is a breakthrough in sewage disposal on a 
local level, particularly forThird World 
countries in which water is scarce and 
water-borne diseases are on the increase. 
An engineer from the Resource Institute 
for Low-Entropy Systems in Boston will 
explain how the clivus works and will offer 
a presentation on a pilot project in Nicara- 
gua in which a number of these systems 
has been installed. Brief excerpts from a 
British TV documentary on the Nicaraguan 
project will be shown as well. The event 
begins at 7:00 pm and the cost, including 
wine and cheese, is only $9.

Using the service as a sounding board for 
new ideas and setting priorities, these 
small firms, start-ups, and sole proprietors 
have been getting principal-level strategic 
marketing advice at affordable fees - - and, 
most importantly, seeing quantifiable 
results quickly. 


How does it work? Firms focus on one or 
two high-priority topics in a private, self- 
contained session held at the BSA. Each 
consultation identifies and builds on the 
firm's strengths and results in a custom- 
designed plan for immediate action.

The U.S. Government is going metric. The 
Metric Conversion Act of 1975, along with 
subsequent amendments, establishes the 
modern metric system (System Interna- 
tional or Sl) as the preferred system of 
measurement in the United States and 
requires that the metric system be used in 
all federal procurement, grants, and 
business-related activities by the end of 
this year. To help those who do design or 
construction work for the federal govern- 
ment and other agencies that use the 
metric system, the National Institute of 
Building Sciences has published the 
“Metric Guide for Federal Construction” 
that deals with developments in the use of 
the metric system in the building industry,

descriptions of metric application in 
engineering disciplines, a listing of 
reference materials, and other information.

“Should a copyright notice be placed 
on the building itself? If placing the 
notice on the exterior of a building or in the 
lobby or other interior area is not aestheti- 
cally objectionable, it should be done. If it 
is objectionable, however, the notice can 
be omitted without losing any valuable 
rights. On the other hand, a copyright 
notice should be placed on all two- 
dimensional drawings and three-dimen- 
sional models because, in these cases, 
there are no aesthetic disadvantages and 
all available legal rights might as well be 
preserved. . . The work, however, should 
be registered with the U.S. Copyright 
Office within three months of the comple- 
tion of the building. . . “ (reprinted form the 
Chicago AIA newsletter).

Those of us who care about New England's 
cities and the people who live in them have lots 
of issues on our agendas. We are writing to ask 
you to consider adding one additional, very 
important topic to the list — transportation 
reform. One of the most important steps we can 
take to simultaneously protect the environment 
and create jobs in the region's cities is to 
reorient transportation investment toward urban 
mass transportation and away from suburban 
highways. . . In the coming months and years, 
regional and state agencies throughout New 
England will be making decisions about how to 
send billions of dollars in federal transportation 
funds under the Intermodal Surface Transporta- 
tion Efficiency Act of 1991 (“ISTEA’). The Act 
represents a breakthrough in that it allows state 
and local officials to spend money interchange- 
ably on roads or on public transportation. With- 
out focused and effective advocacy for transpor- 
tation reform, however, state transportation offic- 
ials will continue to spend most of the money on 
roads and airports rather than public transporta- 
tion and interctiy rail. Such a “business as usual” 
approach would severely undermine the reg- 
ion’s ability to comply with the new Clean Air Act 
and continue a decades-old pattern of investing 
in suburbs at the expense of cities. .. We would 
thus like to meet with potential allies for the pur- 
poses of forming a region-wide transportation 
reform coalition. .. New England's six state 
departments of transportation recently signed a 
memorandum of understanding to seek $800, 
000 in ISTEA funds to create an intercity trans- 
portation plan for the region. We feel that this 
effort is dangerously off course and illustrates 
how many highway and airport builders are 
fighting to maintain their lock on critical 
transportation investment decisions without 
meaningful public scrutiny. . . Call us about any

Art imitated life once again, as young visitors to 
Boston's Museum of Science found out during 
the AIA Convention weekend. More than three 





hundred kids and their parents participated in 
designing and building “Kids Town” an imagi- 
nary model city based loosely on Boston and 
located on the lower level of the Museum. Each 
block of the 1/4-inch-scale city was zoned 
(residential, industrial, commercial), including 
height limitations measured in shoeboxes rather 
than feet. Over one thousand shoe boxes plus 
various other donated and recycled items, 
plastic building toy components, miles of colored 
paper, stickers, reflective Mylar, glue, and tape 
went into this massive construction project, 
which was captured in film and video before 
being demolished at the end of its 72-hour 
“building boom.” In a attempt to inject a veneer 
of real life into the event, each participant was 
required to procure a building permit and 
occupancy certificate before his or her building 
was deemed complete and acceptable. As an 
added attraction, Autodesk Inc. provided several 
computers running its design and “virtual reality” 
software. Finally, for younger children, a region 
of giant Lego-like building blocks called Briks 
was provided. . . This multi-faceted event was 
the brainchild of Dan Perruzzi AIA, who 
assembled a team of dedicated architects and 
others to choreograph and produce it. The 
group included Cammie Henderson AIA, John 
Becker AIA, David Sloane AIA, Laura 
Yanchenko, Deane Rykerson AIA, and me. In 
addition to this core group, another 30 volun- 
teers assisted during the three-day run of Kids 
Build, donated over 200 hours of their time 
during that period alone (not to mention the nine 
months of planing that lead up to the event). . . 
The American Architectural Foundation provided 
a Critical cash grant which made Kids Build 
possible. Perhaps, in addition to a pleasant 
diversion, the participants learned a bit about 
how cities develop and grow and how neighbors 
need to cooperate. | urge ChapterLetter readers 
to join our Outreach Committee as we begin to 
plan more events of this kind for Boston.

This is a response to The Boston Globe article 
by Robert Campbell FAIA pointing to Wright as 
America’s greatest architect. . . In the latter 
1930s, | has sought admission to study with 
Wright and was accepted. But events led to my 
acceptance to the master class at Harvard in 
1939 and later | was invited to join the faculty, 
teaching the master class with Gropius, and 
served as an associate in practice for a dozen 
years... lt was as a student at Harvard that | 
met Wright. He accepted our student-presented 
invitation to a seminar under the condition that 
all faculty be excluded! He began that historic 
communion by telling us we were “wasting our 
time in that sterile atmosphere of the academy” 
that we “should be behind the plow, with our feet 
planted firmly in the furrows.” Having much foot- 
on time in Texas, | took immediate issue (from 
my now-secure seat in this hallowed place of 
high purpose). To his suggestion that our 
education could be had by radio, | countered 
that if such words as given to us at any moment 
came by radio, | would turn the knob! After 
these many years, | am still a bit ashamed by 
my sudden impertinence. But, of course, it was 
he who sought — with his infinite skills — to 
provoke, and it was a show proudly remem- 
bered. . . The previous night, in Boston, before 
an audience of half a thousand, his opening 
statement was in a similar vein: “What Boston 
needs is five hundred first class funerals!" 


Wright was a brilliant creator. Inspired by 
architecture's noble past, he produced his 
unforgettable masterpieces. Yet, the creativity 
which | have come to know and treasure 
[responds] to a different call: one of open 
progress, of constraints and challenges that 
express a more distilled elan — like the 
chambered nautilus — of a world aesthetically 
slimmed down to touch and serve also the 
masses. Wright is indeed America's foremost 
architect. But with that distinction we must also 
recognize Gropius as a Caring, perceptive 
master, largely responsible for bringing about 
our 20th-centruy renaissance of creativity in 
architecture, now spread across the globe. 
Gropius and Wright — it is to be remembered — 
— were friends, and it is in this harmony of 
contributions that a fortunate posterity may long 
find its deepest, individual inspirations.

“... In the course of his remarks [to the 
Boston Society of Architects, Harvard's] 
President Eliot expressed the idea that 
possibly the architect, like the sculptor, 
painter, and musician, was most success- 
ful when his work expressed only his own 
conception. [BSA President R.S.] Peabody 
and [Harvard Architecture Department's] 
Prof. Warren, on the other hand, stated 
that to them architecture seemed essen- 
tially a work of cooperation, and convincing 
historical evidence was presented by 
them. A suggestion made privately to Pre- 
sident Eliot by Prof. Warren was approved 
by the other speakers and apparently by 
the Society as a whole. This was that in 
the future the design for a new [Harvard] 
building should, before its execution, be 
criticized by all those architects who have 
previously been employed by [Harvard] in 
the erection of buildings. It is understood 





that the original design would then be 
modified to accord with the judgement of 
this board of critics. By this means it is 
hoped to give that much desired unity to 
the aspect of the University which has 
hitherto been lacking, but which has begun 
to be felt in the work recently done by 
Messrs. McKim , Mead & White, and 
others.” — from a 1904 edition of the
